Khrushchev lashed out at the 
Peking regime for insisting on

despite what the " c o w a r d s” 
though, communism will conquer 
capitalism without a war.

Local Bills 
The Highest 
In History

No matter how hard you scratch that tax bill 
you’ll be receiving any day now, it’s going to mean 
money you have to pay. 


And in most cases throughout Lower Bucks 
County, it will be more money than you paid last 
year, more local taxes than ever before in history. 


A Courier-Times survey of 18 communities in 
Lower Bucks shows that consumer taxes for 1963 
have gone up in 16 of them. 


Own Increases 


Some of this increase is due to the hike in the 
county real estate levy, from 10.5 mills last year to 
11.5 this year. However, mosl areas piled their own 
increases on top of the county’s. 


In only two of Lower Bucks’ districts, Morris­ 
ville and Newtown Boroughs, has the total local tax 
gone down for the average resident. 


The increase in Lower Southampton Township 
was a meager 60 cents over last year. In North­ 
ampton Township the school and municipal taxes 
remained the same as last year but residents had 
to absorb the increase in county taxes . 


Typical Family 


Since the bulk of local taxes — school district, mu­ 
nicipality and county — are based on real estate 
evaluation which varies with the individual, the 
Courier-Times has taken as an example a family 
with a home evaluated at $10,000 and assessed for 
taxation at S3.OOO in the accompanying chart. 


The tax bill this family will have to pay to 
those three taxing bodies — school, municipality 
and county — is shown in the chart on this basis. 


Many homes in the area, of course, have a 
higher evaluation; some are lower. The taxes in 
these cases will he proportionately higher or low­ 
er. 


3 Times As Much 


The family owning a home evaluated at $30,000 
in Bristol Township, for example, will pay three 
times as much. 


To keep the picture on a family basis, the chart
